T h e negro 
is a powerful man, about 30 years 
of age, and entirely overmatched

Jones. 
C h o k i n g him 
with 
one hand, he picked up a cruciform 
piece of wood, which had come oil 
the fence, w ith the other, with this 
implement

crushing b lo w on the left temple, 
breaking his neck and killing him

T h e c r o w d w h ich rapidly assem­ 
bled on the scene of the murder 
w a s about to lynch D a vis wiien a 
w a g o n lo a d of officers rescued him 
w ith difficulty and he was incar­ 
cerated in the city jail, a building 
strongly constructed, impossible of 
capture without great loss of life.
